sions, the cost of p rodu cing these 
weekly shows ex ceeds $130,000. 
There are many ex p erts engaged 
in the p rograming, lighting, and 
v ariou s other technical arrange­ 
ments. Their names ap p ear on 
the screen at the close of each 
show. 
I was esp ecially interested to 
know that the sp onsors for one 
minu te of allotted adv ertising 
time p ay the eq u iv alent of $20,- 
000; this, for a total of six min­ 
u tes, means a cost of $120,000. 
This, of cou rse, inclu des the com­ 
missions which go to the adv er­ 
tising agencies. TV adv ertising 
has certainly grown to be “big 
bu siness”.

v iewers, it may be the cheap est 
form of adv ertising obtainable 
for any p rodu ct that has u ni­ 
v ersal distribu tion and can be 
bou ght in any city or town. The 
entire “TV indu stry ” is still in 
an ex p erimental stage; it is im­ 
p ossible to forecast its fu tu re 
This is esp ecially tru e when it is 
realized that only abou t one 
p er cent of the TV receiv ing sets 
now carry color.

When discu ssing with “Mitch” 
the abov e story , he said that the 
TV p rograms are really rev olu ­ 
tionary .

programs now available. It us­ 
ually goes on at 10:00 p. rn. EST, 
Thursday nights. I had an op­ 
portunity to obtain #some very 
interesting 
data 
on 
the

mendous growth of TV adver­ 
tising It surely illustrates why 
it is working havoc with mag­ 
azines. 
Cost of TV Advertising 
The "Sing Along With Mitch” 
program takes about four or 
five days a week to prepare and 
rehearse. Each of 
the twenty 
or more men who sing receives 
$500 a week and the girls on 
the program are also well paid. 
Altogether, 
including 
commis­ 
sions, the cost of producing these 
weekly shows exceeds $130,000. 
There are many experts engaged 
in the programing, lighting, and 
various other technical arrange­ 
ments. Their names appear on 
the screen at the close of each 
•how. 
I was especially interested to 
know that the sponsors for one 
minute of allotted advertising 
time pay the equivalent of $20,- 
000; this, for a total of six min­ 
utes, means a cost of $120,000. 
This, of course, includes the com­ 
missions which go to the adver­ 
tising agencies. TV advertising 
has certainly grown to be "big 
business”. 
When we come to realize that 
this show which we see Thurs­ 
day evenings is appearing sim­ 
ultaneously on 150 TV stations 
which 
have about 
40 million 
viewer*, it may be the cheapest 
form of a d v e rsin g obtainable 
for any product that has uni­ 
versal distribution and can be 
bought in any city or town. The 
entire “TV industry” is still in 
an experimental stage; it is im 
possible to forecast its future. 
This is especially true when it is 
realized that only about one 
per cent of the TV receiving sets 
now carry color.* Color will be­ 
come 
almost 
universal 
when 
perfected. 
When discussing with "Mitch" 
the above story, he said that the 
TV programs are really revolu­ 
tionary. He stated: "If you will 
study any of the leading maga­ 
zines, you wiil see that they do 
little to arouse the real interest 
and emotions of the reader. For 
instance, none of these magazines 
would think of {Minting the old 
songs and familiar poems which 
my men sing. Yet, it is these old 
songs which bring back to listeners 
their younger days and appeal to 
their hearts. I have thousands of 
toters telling how the songs which 
my men sing remind the writers 
of their fathers and mothers and 
their boyhood and girlhood days." 
Another important factor is the 
speed with which news of special 
events or happenings may get to 
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every city and village of (he ooun- 
try—for instance, if some great 
fire, or airplane a<vident, or cy-1 
clone takes place. Thus w'as espe-1 
dally evident when Carpenter was 
orbiting the earth.

It w a s suggested to me th at I read an article 
on Jacqueline Kennedy , wife of the President, 
which a ppea red in 
Esquire.” This I did. And as 
I read it, w ritten by Norm an M ailer, I thought 
that I could not have been as brutal toward 
Eleanor Roosevelt in the day s of the “New Deal” 
a s this M ailer is toward Jacqueline Kennedy , 
whose bread he ate. I do not know Norman 
M ailer and bear him neither m alice nor good­ 
will. 
I read the piece in “Esquire” and wondered 
why we subject our Presidents’ wives to the kind 
of nonsense which we call hum an interest. It 
seems that, having received a letter from Mrs. 
Kennedy , Norm an M ailer felt like w riting to her 
to say ; 
. . that while I was now engaged in certain 
difficulties of w riting about the present, I hoped 
one day when work was done to do a biography 
of the M arquis de Sade and the ‘odd strange’ 
honor of the m an.” 
He knew he was being wicked like a school­ 
boy who w rites a dirty word, for he say s further 
in this piece: 
“Novv sociology has few' virtues, but one of 
them is sanity . In w riting such a letter to Mrs. 
Kennedy I was losing my sociology . The Catholic 
wife of a Catholic candidate for president was not 
likely to find de Sade as fam iliar as a tea cozy . I 
received no reply . I had sm ashed the limits of 
such letter-w riting. In. politics a break in soci­ 
ology is as clean a break in etiquette.” 
This article drools on and on in a sim ilar 
vein of slight ridicule and colossal impudence, 
all done to give the impression of ridicule, as, 
for instance: 
“Since Jackie Kennedy was not visible during 
this time, there was an opportunity to listen to 
her voice. It produced a small continuing shock. 
At first, before the picture em erged from the set, 
I thought I was turned to the wrong station, be­ 
cause the voice was a quiet parody of the sort 
of voice one hears en th*’ radio late at night, 
dropped softly into the ear by gills who sell soft 
m attresses, depilatories, or cream s to brighten 
the skin.” 
A lter all. a person’s voice is what it is. I 
never heard Norm an M ailer’s voice but w hatever 
the Lord gave him, baritone or tenor, soprano or 
bass, it is w hat it is and he can thank the good 
Lord th at he does not suffer from cerebral palsy 
or some such thing. 
My good friend. W estbrook Pegler, could take 
this M ailer ap art more com petently than I can, 
for Pegler is a surgeon who knows how to cut 
vanity out of the human heart and bring the 
conceited down to their proper level. At such a 
sport, I, alas, am -an am ateur. Nevertheless. I 
wonder why every one w ith a ty pew riter, bought 
or borrowed, feels privileged to pillory ' a woman 
who happens, by the accidents of m arriage, to be 
wife to a President or Governor, or even a Con­ 
gressman. M a rria g e, being a sacram ent, means 
th a t one takes the other for b etter or for worse, 
and surely the wife of a politician has a tough 
time. 
She is cut off from privacy , which is a wom­ 
an's dearest prerogative and she becomes a prey 
to every one who needs to sell an article to a 
magazine or w ants to cut a phrase. It is not 
custom ary in these day s to respect human beings 
for w hat they are. Rather, we believe in an era 
when there is joy in seeing a fat man slip on a 
banana peel.

So, Mailer dares to w rite: 
“Mrs. Kennedy moved like a wooden horse. A 
marvelous horse, perhaps even a live horse, its 
feet hobbled, its head unready to turn for fear 
of a flick from the crop. She had that intense 
wooden lack of rest, that lack of comprehension 
for each word offered up which one finds only in 
a few of those curious movie stars who are huge 
box office.” 
This is not good w riting about the F irst Lady 
of the land who, in a period of intense national 
difficulty , serves the nation as w'ell as she can. 
A little fair play is more m annerly than fanciful 
verbiage: The W hite House is a national santu- 
ary ; those who are perm itted w ithin its portals 
have an obligation to m aintain its dignity . M ailer’s 
reference was to Mrs. Kennedy ’s taking the na­ 
tion on a tour through the building.

“Hospital treatm ent can sta rt a patient on the 
way to recovery but it cannot provide a life-long 
immunity that protects the patient from relapse. 
Hospital treatm ent can initiate rehabilitation but 
it must be completed after the patient returns to 
the community .” 
Certainly love, a wife and a 
home ought to be im portant factors in effecting 
a complete rehabilitation. 
W hether they will be 
sufficient to overcome the factors that contribute 
to re-addiction, I would not presum e to predict.

The Court said this 
was unconstitutional because it 
interfered with the right to the 
free ex ercise of religion by those 
who wished to go to parochial 
schools. 
Then 
Illinois 
passed 
a law which provided th at re­ 
ligious instruction could be given 
on the premises of public schools 
by visiting clergy men and th at 
those students whose parents ob ­ 
jected could be ex cused from a t­ 
tendance. The Court in 19 48 said 
the mere use of the school build­ 
ing for this purpose was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Subsequently New’ York S tate 
passed a law perm itting those 
students who desired to do so 
to leave the building during a 
certain school hour each week 
to go to their respective churches 
for instruction. 
This was called 
“released tim e” and was upheld 
in 19 52 by the Supreme Court of 
the United States.

It was a

New Yo rk State vio lated the U.S.

Speicher was born in New 
York on April 5 , 18 8 3, and be­ 
fore going to the Art Stu dents 
Leagu e on a scholarship, he was 
at the Albright Art School in 
Bu ffalo, at abou t the time this 
well known school was abandon­ 
ing its original name, the Art 
Stu dents Leagu e of Bu ffalo, in 
order to become a part of the 
Albright Gallery .

1920. In 1907 he was a member 
of the League’s Board of Con­ 
trol. 
Speicher was born in New 
York on April 5, 1883, and be­ 
fore going to the Art Students 
League on a scholarship, he was 
at the Albright Art School in 
Buffalo, at about the time this 
well known school was abandon­ 
ing its original name, the Art 
Students League of Buffalo, in 
order to become a part of the 
Albright Gallery.
